ADAMS’ FUND. 


By the condition of the Seth Adams’ will this fund, known 
as the ‘‘Adams’ Fund,” the income shall be distributed to the 
‘*poor widows, orphans and maiden ladies of Rochester.” The 
intention of the donor was that the fund should be $10,000, but 
the land given did not sell for as much as intended by $300, 
which made the fund only $9700. By selling the State bonds,the 
past year, at a premium, and investing the money in the N. H. 
Trust Company’s Debenture Bonds, it has been increased to 
$10,500, drawing 6 per cent. interest semi-annually, with $114,80 
surplus, which was added to the income to divide. .

MEXTRACTS FROM STATE LAWS, Etc. 


Sections 14 and 16 of Chapter 91 of the General Laws of the 
State of New Hampshire in relation to compelling parents, 
guardians, masters and other persons to send children to school : 

Section 14. Every parent, guardian, master or other person 
having the custody, control or charge of any child between the 
ages of eight and fourteen years, residing in any school district 
in which a public school is annually taught for the period of 
twelve weeks or more, within two miles by the nearest traveled 
road from his residence, shall cause such child to attend such 
public school for twelve weeks at least every year, six weeks at 
least of which attendance shall be consecutive, unless such child 
shall be excused from such attendance by the school committee 
of the town, or the board of education of such district, upon its 
being shown to their satisfaction that the physical or mental 
condition of such child was such as to prevent his attendance at 
schoo! for the period required, or that such child was instructed 
in a private school or at home for at least twelve weeks during 
such year in the branches of education required to be taught in 
the public schools, or, having acquired those branches, in other 
more advanced studies. ‘ 

Section 16. Any parent, guardian, master or other person 
violating the provisions of the fourteenth section of this chapter 
shall forfeit and pay the sum of ten dollars for the first offence, 
and the sum of twenty dollars for the second and every subse- 
sequent offence, to be recovered in an action of debt in the name 
of the district within whose limits the penalty was incurred, by 
the school committee of the town or board of education of such 
district. All penalties recovered shall be paid to the district, 
and added to the school money thereof. 
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Sections 11, 12 and 15 of Chapter 91 of the General Laws of 


the State of New Hampshire as amended by Chapter 56 of the 


laws of said state passed at the June session, 1881, in relation 
to employment of children in manufacturing establishments : 


Section 11. No child under sixteen years of age shall be em- 
ployed in any manufacturing establishment,unless he has attended 
some public school, or private day school, where instruction 
was given by a teacher competent to instruct in the branches 
taught in the common schools at least twelve weeks during the 
year preceding ; and no child under said age shall be so em- 
ployed, except in vacation of the school in the district in which 
he resides, who cannot write legibly, and read fluently in read- 
ers of the grade usually classed as third readers. 

Suction 12. No child under the age of fourteen years shall 
be employed as aforesaid, unless he has attended school as 
aforesaid at least six months during the year preceding, or has 
attended the school of the district in which he dwelt the whole 
time it was kept during the year; and no child under twelve 
years of age shall be so employed unless he has attended the 
school of the district in which he dwelt the whole time it was 
kept during the year preceding. 

Section 15. ‘The owner, agent or superintendent of any man- 
ufacturing establishment,or any person connected therewith, who 
snall employ in any such establishment any child under the age 
of sixteen years, without a certificate signed by a majority of 
the school committee of the town or city in which the child re- 
sides, or by such person or persons as they may designate for 
the purpose, that such child has attended school as required by 
sections 11 and 12 of this chapter, shall be fined not exceeding 
twenty dollars for each offense. 


Sections 6, 7, 8, 9 and 10 of Chapter 91 of the General Laws 
of the State of New Hampshire in relation to truants : | 
Section 6. Any town may make by-laws concerning habit- 
ual truants and children not attending school, without any reg- 
ular and lawful occupation, between the ages of six and six- 
teen years, and to eompel the attendance of such children at

school, not repugnant to law, and may annex penalties for the 
breach thereof not exceeding ten dollars for each offence. 

Section 7. Such towns may appoint three or more officers 
to enforce such laws, either of whom, and no other, may make 
complaint for such offences, and shall be authorized to serve 
any process relating thereto. 

Section 8. <Any offender against such by-laws, upon convic- 
tion, may, instead of such fine, be sentenced to the Reform 
School for a term not exceeding one year. 

Section 9. Any such offender, on conviction and sentence 
to pay such fine, may, in default of payment, be committed to 
the Reform School till the same be paid, or he is otherwise dis- 
charged, but the court or justice imposing such sentence may at 
any time discharge such offender, on proof that he is unable to 
pay said fine, and has no parent, guardian or person 
chargeable with his support able to pay it. 

SEecTION 10. Such offender so convicted may give bond te 
the town in the penal sum of twenty-five dollars, with sufficient 
sureties, approved by the court or justies before' whom he was 
convicted, conditioned to attend regularly some district or other 
school kept in such town, for one term next ensuing, when the 
same is kept, to comply with the regulations thereof, and to be 
obedient and respectful to the teacher; and his fine may there- 
upon be remitted by such court or justice on payment of the 
costs. 


Chapter 42 of the Laws of the State of New Hampshire, 
passed at the June session, 1881, authorizihg school committees 
and boards of education to elect truant officers : 

Section 1. The superintending school committees and boards 
of education in the several towns and cities of the state are 
hereby authorized to eicct truant officers the said towns and 
cities, and to fix their compensation at a reasonable rate, which 
compensation shall be paid by the respective towns and cities. 

Section 2. Said truant ofiicers may be discharged by said 
committees for cause, but unless sooner discharged shall hold 
their offices for one year, or until their successors be appointed 
and qualified. 
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Section 8. It shall be the duty of said truant officers, under 
the direction of said committees, to enforce the laws of the state 
and the ordinances of said towns and cities, and the regulations 
of said committees not repugnant to law, in regard to truants 
and children between the ages of six and sixteen not attending 
school, and without any regular and lawful occupation, and to 
compel the attendance of such children at school in obedience 
to law and to the regulations of said committees 


Section 4. Said truant officers shall also if required by said 
committees, enforce the laws in regard to children employed in 
manufacturing establishments without attending school as re- 
quired, and shall perform such service in that behalf as may be 
required by said committees. | 


Section 5. This act shall take effect from its passage. (Ap- 
proved August 4, 1881.) 


By-laws in reference to truant children, adopted by the town 
of Rochester, N. H., at a special meeting, July 21, 1883: 


Section 1. Any child in this town between the ages of six 
and sixteen years, without any regular and lawful occupation, 
who shall except in case of ill health, neglect to attend school, 
or become an habitual truant, shall, on conviction thereof, be 
fined not less than one nor more than ten dollars. And for the 
purposes of these by-laws all children between the ages aforesaid 
residing in this town who, without sufficient excuse shall absent 
themselves from school four or more times in the course of any 
one school term, shall be taken and deemed to be habitual tru- 
ants. 


Section 2. Instead of the fipe aforesaid any child convicted 
of such offence may be committed to the Reform School for a 
term not exceeding one year. 


SecTION 38. Whenever any child between the ages aforesaid, 


belonging to any public school in this town, shall be found dur- 


ing school hours in or near any street, square, public place or 
place of amusement or résort, without sufficient excuse for said 
absence from school, such child shall, in the first instance, be 
apprehended and taken to such school, and notice given to pa-

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REPORT OF District No. 8. 


The success of the schools throughout the year has been very 
satisfactory to the board, and we believe, to the citizens as well. 
Although the suecess of all has not been equally marked, no 
school of any grade has merited much adverse criticism. 

Nevertheless, bitter complaints have often been made to the 
board against this and that teacher, but usually they are either 
unreasonable, or oftener are based on erroneous information. 
If parents would first carefully investigate these grievances, in 
a spirit of honest inquiry,they would find a very large proportion 
imaginary, and only a few of them ever would be brought to the 
attention of the board. Doubtless teachers occasionally make 
' mistakes in the management, mode of instruction and discipline 
- of their schools. They must be more than human if they do 
not. What parents are not conscious at times of making mis- 
takes in the management of their children? And if parents are 
liable to such errors, though familiar, as no others can be, with 
the disposition and peculiarities of the one, two or three chil- 
dren committed to their care, how much greater the liability of 
a teacher to err, with her forty or fifty pupils, whose various 
dispositions must necessarily be imperfectly understood. The 
teacher’s is a difficult and trying position, especially in our large 
schools, requiring rare skill and judgment; and they are en- 
titled to sympathy and forbearance, rather than the unkind crit- 
icism so often poured upon them. 

The excellence of our high school is worthy of special men- 
tion. Its average attendance of about one hundred pupils dur- 
ing the year indicates the high estimation in which it is held by 
our citizens. We believe that in thoroughness of instruction 
and discipline, and in the progress of the pupils no school in 
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this vicinity of any grade surpasses it. For its present pros- 
perity and usefulness all the teachers are entitled to their meed 
of praise. The efforts of the principal have been ably and 
cheerfully supplemented by those of his assistants. But to 
properly control and direct so large a number of high school 
scholars, to be responsible in a measure for the discipline of the 
grammar schools in the building, and to be able to gain the con- 
fidence and respect of the other teachers, as well as of the schol- 
ars, requires unusual executive ability. This we have in an 
eminent degree in our present principal. In fact the school has 
never before had a man at its head possessed of such rare tact 
and good judgment as now. As long as he can be induced to 
remain with us the success of the school is assured. But unu- 
sual skill in all callings commands large compensation ; and es- 
pecially is this true in that of a high school principal. He 
works for the pay, and other things being equal, where he can 
earn the most. We have for some time been sensible that our 
pay, as compared with that of other places, was inadequate to 
the responsibilities of the position. The salary of no high 
school principal in the vicinity, with like responsibilities, is so 
small as ours. Even Farmington, with half our number of pu- 
pils, and much less than half the responsibilities, pays the same 
salary as we. 

Our principal has already received urgent invitations to other 
fields of labor, with much better compensation ; and unless we 
can offer equal inducements, we must soon lose a valuable in- 
structor, and be content with inferior services. The latter, we 
believe, would be a detriment to our schools, which cannot well be 
afforded, and hence we have chosen the former and increased his 
salary to fifteen hundred dollars. We trust the citizens will ap- 
prove our action. 

The schools at the Gonic, both grammar and primary, are 
very much crowded. At the commencement of the winter term 
it was found necessary to place additional seats in the primary 
room. But all available space is now occupied, and no more 
can be placed in either room. Besides it would be detrimental 
to the efficiency of either school to increase the number of pu- 
pils, especially in the primary, which already has too many for 
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one teacher. Owing to the increase in manufacturing industries 
the population of this locality is constantly increasing, and ad- 
ditional scholars coming to the schools. Several new brick- 
yards are to be opened the coming season, which we fear will 
occasion an increase of pupils much beyond the capacity of the 
two rooms. At no distant date a new school house with addi- 
tional rooms, will have to be provided for this locality. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the high school building, with 
a capacity for three hundred and fifty pupils, was erected only 
four years ago, we have now only one spare school room, and 
that in the Wakefield-street house and unfit for use. The other 
room in this house is in nearly as poor condition. Neither are 
suitable for school purposes. People who live in the vicinity 
and are compelled to send their children there, are justly indig- 
nant, 2nd send them under protest. Some even refuse to send, 
preferring to teach their children at home rather than expose 
their health in such aroom. It is hoped the building may soon 
give place to a structure, which, in this modern age, may be 
worthy of the term ‘‘school-house.”’ 

During the summer vacation a very convenient chemical lab- 
oratory was prepared in the basement of the high school build- 
ing at trifling expense. It was a much needed improvement, 

and has awakened a new interest and greatly facilitated instrue- 
tion in an important branch of study.

SCHOOL DISTRICT No.8. 


CHAPTER I. 
RULES OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


Section 1. Organization.—On the first secular evening after 
the annual meeting of the school district, the board of educa- 
tion shall meet at seven and one-half o’clock for organization. 

Section 2. The Officers of the board shall be a president, 
secretary and treasurer, chosen by ballot and major vote. 

Section 3. Meetings.—Regular meetings of the board shall 
be held on the second Friday evening of each month at seven 
and one-half o’clock. Special meetings of the board shall be 


called by the secretary, whenever he may deem it necessary, or 


at the request of two members. 
Section 4. Quorwm.—A majority of the members shall con- 
stitute a quorum. % 


Section 5. Rules.—Meetings shall be conducted, except 


when special provision is made, in accordance with the usual 
parliamentary rules. 


Section 6. The Duties of the Pr ae shall be to ‘call the 
members to order at the appointed time, and preside at all meet- _ 


ings. In his absence a president pro tem. shall be elected. 


Section 7. The Duties of the Secretary shall be to call special 


meetings as provided in Sec. 3,to keep a fair record of the doings 


of the board in a book suitable for that purpose, in which he shall — 
enter all proceedings in full, including all important reports of 
committees, and also the names of the members present at each | | 
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meeting ; to conduct all necessary correspondence of the board, 
and perform all other duties that appropriately belong to the of- 
fice of secretary. 

SEcTION 8. He shall receive all formal applications for posi- 
tions of teachers or other offices, place them on file for the in- 
spection of the board, and shall notify all school officers of their 
election or appointment. 

Section 9. He shall also seasonably furnish to the officers of 


the state all the returns required by statute to be made to them; 


shall promptly inform teachers and janitors as to what members 
of the board are charged with the several duties of procuring 
fuel, making occasional repairs, furnishing miscellaneous sup- 
plies, books, etc., at the expense of the district; shall see that 
school officers are supplied with copies of the last revision of 


the rules and regulations, and promptly notify them of any 


change made in them. 

Section 10. The Treasurer shall have the general supervi- 
sion of all financial matters relating to the schools; shall draw 
the money to which the district is entitled from the town officers 


as occasion may require, and receive and collect all money other- 


wise due the district; shall pay the teachers of all the schools, 
and the janitor of the high school building, a proportional 
amount of their salaries at the middle and close of each term, 
and all other bills when presented, if certified as required in Sec- 
tion 13; and shall annually make and seasonably report to the 
board a careful estimate of the expenses of the schools for the 


ensuing year, to be laid before the district at its annual meet- 


ing. 

Back 11. Special Duties of Members.—Members of the 
board may be charged with the performance of special duties as 
occasion shall require. © 

Section 12. Supervising Members.—The members to whom 
shall be assigned the duty of supervising the schools shall ex- 
amine teachers and report their qualifications to the board ; visit 
the schools systematically, direct the methods and details of in- 


struction, pointing out defects and suggesting remedies; and 


shall give special attention to schools taught by new and _ineffi- 


cient teachers. They shall secure as far as possible harmony 
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and uniformity of work in all departments of the same grade, 
and keep a scheme of the order of exercises in all the schools. 
In conformity to Chapter 5, of these Rules and Regulations, 
they shall examine scholars and assign them, excepting such as 
are applicants for admission to the high school, to the proper 
grades, and may direct the promotions to be made ; and may de- 
grade any who, in their opinion, are in a grade more advanced 
_ than their qualifications should allow, subject, however, to the 
approval of the board. But the qualifications of applicants for 


admission to the high school, by promotion or otherwise, they 


shall report to the board. They shall keep themselves informed 
in regard to all improvements and suggestions made upon the 
subject of school instruction, and recommend the adoption of 
such as they deem practical and expedient. Subject to the ap- 
proval of the board, they shall prescribe the boundaries of the 
different schools, and see that they are observed ; direct and as- 
sist the truant officer in his duties and strive to improve the 
school attendance ; and finally, shall cause these rules and reg- 


ulations to be strictly observed, and report to the oars all vio- - 


lations or neglect of them. 

Section 13. Bills.—Each member shall certify upon bills 
contracted by him the accuracy of the same before they shall be 
paid. 

Section 14. lection of School Officers.—Teachers of all 
schools, and also the janitor of the high school building, shall 
be elected annually in July by ballots bearing the name of the 
‘person voted for, and by a major vote of the board. But when- 
ever for any reason there may be a delay in filling any position, 


or wheneyer a vacancy shall occur after the annual election, it 


may be filled at any time in the same manner. 
SECTION 15.—Any oflicer named in the last section, not hold- 


ing at the time of his election a position in the district of the 
same grade as that to which he is elected, shall be on probation, — 


his services to expire at the close of any term of school, in case 
his election is not confirmed for the balance of the official period. 
by a vote of the board. 

Section 16. All teachers shall hold their positions until the 
next annual election, and the janitor named for one year ending 
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the first day of August after the next annual election, except as 
provided in the last section, unless in the meantime they are re-~ 
moved by the board. Teachers will not be allowed to resign 
without giving at least one month’s notice, except for causes 
satisfactory to the board. : ( 

Section 17. Other janitors may be appointed by the boaré 
or by any authorized member at any time, and for such periods 
as may be deemed expedient. 

Section 18. No Substitute shall in any case occupy the place 
of any teacher until the approval of the board has been obtained 
and the compensation determined. But whenever any tempe- 
rary indulgence or leave of absence may be desired, application 
may first be made to the supervising members. 

Suction 19. The Annual Saluries of school officers shall be 
determined at the time of their election, and, if elected on pre- 
bation, their salaries shall not be subject to a change at time of 
confirmation. | | 


CHAPTER II. 
DUTIES OF TEACHERS AND-DISCIPLINE OF THE SCHOOLS. 


Section 1. General Duties.—Teachers shall follow the course 
of study and make teaching their only regular business, ang 
during term time shall not instruct the pupils in other than the 


branches prescribed in the course, nor give instruction to pri-- 


vate pupils without the consent of the board first obtained. 
They shall prepare themselves to instruct their several classes: 
faithfully, impartially and effectively, according to the regula- 
tions prescribed by the board and the provisions of the laws of 
the state ; and in all subjects or methods, in which it is possible, 
shall teach the reason with the subject or method, and make 
every effort to develope the reasoning faculties of their pupils. 


They shall strive earnestly to promote diligence, courtesy an@ 


obedience, and to inspire their pupils with an enthusiasm for 
study. 


Sxotron 2. The Principal of the High School shall have the 


management and control not only of the high schoo! scholars, 
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“but of all others in the building or about the premises,when not 
di the rooms with their respective teachers. He shall also,when 
shis assistance is needed, attend to cases of discipline in any 
»part of the building. Other teachers will cheerfully co-operate 
with him in the execution of his plans and wishes. 
_ Section 3. Opening of Schools.—The schools shall be opened 
punctually at the appointed time and the morning exercises 
shall begin with the reading of a selection of Scripture. It is 
. tecommended that this reading be followed by some devotional 
exercise. | 

SECTION 4. Order of Ewercises—Every teacher shall prepare 
and keep an order of exercises in the schoolroom, where it may 
ibe seen by the scholars and visitors. 


Section 5. Physical Hxercises.—TVhere shall be short calis- 
thenic exercises as often as once each session in all except the 
digh school, and teachers, especially those of the lower grades, 
shall endeavor to relieve their pupils by a variety of exercises, 
change of position, and the like, as far as can be done without 
anterfering with the school work. 

Section 6. _ Discipline.—Teachers shall aim by precept and 
- example to improve the manners and morals of their pupils. 
"They shall exercise the same authority over them during recesses 
and on the premises as in the schoolroom; shall avoid corporal 
punishment in all cases where good order can be preserved by 
milder means, and when inflicted they are to preserve their self- 
control and refrain from exhibiting anger or impatience. ; 

Section 7. Suspension and Eaxpulsion.—The principal of the 
high school building, or a teacher in any other building, may 
suspend from school a scholar of any excepting grades I, IL 
and III, for violent or obstinate resistance to authority or gross 
misconduct ;. but he shall immediately report the case to a su- 
pervising member of the board and to the parent or guardian of 
the scholar. When the conduct, example or general influence 
of a scholar becomes very injurious and his reformation appears 

whopeless, or he manifests a determined disregard of the rules_ 
and good order of the school, he may be expelled by the board. 
Any scholar suspended, ou giving evidence of amendment, may 
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be restored by the supervising members of the board ; otherwise 
‘the case shall be reported to the board for its action. Any 
sholar expelled may be re-admitted on probation, and, on am- 
ple proof of reformation, may be restored by vote of the board. 

Section 8. Scholars Leaving Under Censure.—Teachers shall 
give immediate notice to the supervising members of the board, 
whenever a pupil shall leave while under censure; and such 
pupil shall not be permitted to attend any public school in the 
district, except by order of such members. 

Section 9. Care of Schoolrooms and Premises.—Yeachers 
shall be in their respective schoolrooms at least fifteen minutes 
before the opening of each session to admit pupils, suppress 
boisterous or disorderly conduct and see that no school building, 
room or property is damaged or defaced; that the schoolrooms 
are clean, and that the entries, yards and outbuildings are kept 
in good condition, and in executing the last requirement they 
may command the services of the janitors. They shall also see 
that the windows in their respective rooms and entries are fas- — 
tened, and the doors locked, at the close of the exercises of each 
_ session of school. During intermission pupils shall be allowed 
to remain in none but the high school building, and as few as 
possible in this. ‘These shall occupy only such rooms as the 
principal shall assign them, and each sex shal! be restricted to 


_ aseparate room. ‘Teachers shall make such rutes as are neces- 


sary and reasonable for good order and neatness on the school 
premises. 

Section 10 Teachers shall keep the doors leading to the 
basements of the schoolhouses on Maple street, School street 
and at East Rochester, locked, and allow no pupil, excepting 
such as may be acting as janitors, to enter these basements un- 
less by special permission. 

Section 11. Liability for Damages.—Teachers shall be held 
responsible for the school property entrusted to their care; but 
all injury done to it by any scholar shall be paid for by the pa- 
rent or guardian. 

Section 12. Profanity, Indecent Writing and Wilful Damage. 
—Any pupil who shall, on or near the school premises, use or 
write any profane or indecent language, draw or exhibit any ob- 
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scene picture or representation, or shall wilfully damage or de- 
face any school property, shall be liable to expulsion and prose- 
cution. 

Section 13. The Use of Tobacco in any form, and games of 
chance, on or near the school premises, are strictly prohibited.. 

Section 14. Ventilation and Temperature.—Teachers shalt 
be extremely careful that their rooms be properly ventilated, 
that the temperature is kept as near as possible to 68 degrees 
Farenheit, and that children are not allowed to sit in a draft of 
air. 

Section 15. School Registers.—Teachers shall fill up and re- 
turn their school registers in strict conformity to the directions. 
contained in them, except when otherwise directed, and shall 
also keep for their use, and for that of the supervising members: 
of the board, an accurate list, giving the full name, age and 
grade of each pupil, and the name of the street upon which he 
resides. 


CHAPTER IIi. 


DUTIES OF JANITOR. 


Section 1. Janitors of all Schools are to have charge of all 


rooms in the school building and of all school yards and out- 
buildings, and shall keep them in good condition. | 

Section 2. They shall keep all necessary paths in the yard 
free from snow and ice, sprinkle the steps and walks with sand 
when slippery, examine all outbuildings daily, and keep them in 


perfectly good order, promptly report all nuisances or deface-= 


ments committed in them to the teachers, with the names of 
those they may detect in, or suspect of, committing the same, 


and shall unlock them in the morning and lock them at night _ 
before and after each school day. They shall sweep every — 


schoolroom as often as every alternate school day, and the halls 
and pasageways as often, at least, and oftener, if necessary, to: 
keep them in a neat condition, and shall dust all furniture each 


morning before the opening of the school session. They shall - 


have each schoolroom properly warmed at least thirty minutes. 


before each school session, and shall seasonably notify the ia 


107 


member of the board charged with the duty of furnishing fuél 
when any material for making or kindling fires,or other supplies 
necessary to the performance of their duties, are wanted. When 
not present themselves, they shall, at all times, except during 
the session of the school or presence of the teachers, keep the 
windows fastened and the doors locked, and, except at the 
high school building, shall allow no one to enter any school 
building in the absence of the teachers. 

Section 8. The Janitor at the High School Building, near 
Granite street, shall perform such of the duties prescribed in 
the two preceding sections as are not inapplicable to his school 
building and premises. During each term of school he shall 
devote his whole time to his duties as janitor, except that he 
may also perform the duties of truant officer if appointed to that 
office by the school board and paid by the town; shall at all 
times keep the premises in a neat and orderly condition, and 
during vacation shall have the care and oversight of them and 
see that no damage is done. He shall wind and regulate the 
clocks and keep them in good order, shall thoroughly cleanse 
all rooms, hal's passageways and atl windows as often as twice 
each year. He shall have the charge and management of the 
wind-mill for pumping water, keep the school building properly 
supplied with water, and shut it off at the beginning of each va- 
cation and every night in severe weather. He shall give his 
personal attention to the heating apparatus while in use,and keep 
it in good condition at all times. 

Section 4. He shal! be present half an hour before the begin- 
ning of the morning session of schools, during recesses, the en- 
tire intermission, and twenty minutes after the close of the af- 
ternoon sessions; shall co-operate with the teacher in the main- 
tainance of good order about the premises; assist in the super- 
vision of the pupis during recesses, and while forming to march 
into and out of the building; shall, during intermissions, have 
charge of all pupils allowed to remain in the building, restrict 
them to the rooms assigned them by the principal, suppress all 
boisterous or disorder y conduct, see that they do not damage 
or deface the building, or otherwise vio ate the schoo! reguia- 
tions; and shall allow no other pupils to enter ‘he building in

the absence of their teachers. He shall report to the princi- 
pal each day for such services as may b> required of him, 

Section 5. Reparrs.—He shall make such repairs as he con- 
yeniently can, such as setting glass and the like. All other 
meeded repairs, all damages and nuisances,he shall report to the 
board of education. 


CHAPTER IV. 


THE SCHOOL YEAR, SCHOOL HOURS, HOLIDAYS AND VACATIONS. 


Section 1. The School Year shall begin the Monday near- — 
est the first day of September, and shall consist of thirty-six 
weeks, and be divided into three terms of twelve weeks each. 
The fall term shall commence at the beginning of the school — 
year ; the winter term on the Monday following a vacation of 
two weeks’; and the spring term on the first Monday of April. 

Secrion 2. Holidays.—Every Saturday, Fast Day, Christ- 

_ mas Day and Decoration Day, shall be allowedas holidays. 
When either of the two days last mentioned shall occur on Sat- 
arday, or Sunday, the following Monday shall be allowed in- — 
stead. ‘Teachers may close their schools one day each term to 
wisit other schools, providing the selection of the day and of — 
the schools to be visited shall be approved by the supervising 
members of the board. Other holidays will be granted only by 
vote or consent of a majority of the board, obtained by some 
member thereof. Days when the weather is very inclement | 
teachers will be required to have but one session of school. 

SecTION 3. School Sessions. —TVhere shall be two daily ses-— 
sions of all the schools. The forenoon session shall begin at 
8.3-4 o’clock and continue three hours ; the afternoon session at 
2. 0’clock from the commencement of the spring term until the — 
first Monday of October, and at 1 1-4 o’clock for the remain- 
der of the year, and continue in grades I to VI, inclusive, two, 
and in all other grades three hours. | 

Section 4. Mecesses.—Every school shall have a recess of 
twenty minutes each session. In no case shall a pupil be 
wholly deprived of a recess as a punishment. 
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CHAPTER V. 


_ ADMISSION, PROMOTION, EXAMINATION. AND ATTENDANCE. 


Section 1. Infectious Diseases.—No scholar or teacher shall 

‘be allowed to attend school from any house in which small-pox, 

_ varioloid, scarlet fever, measles, or diphtheria prevail; and no 

_ scholar or teacher known to have been exposed to these diseas- 

es shall attend school until all danger therefrom is passed; and 

_ no one who has been affected with any of them shall be permit- 
ted to enter school until convalescence is complete. When any 

ppl shall be affected with any of these diseases, the teacher 
shall promptly report the fact to the supervising members of 

— the board. 

Section 2. Scholars Residing Beyond the Limits of the Dis-

pete for c'ass honors un'ess he joins his c ass as early as the 
eommenceinert of the second year, and is critically examined 
and ranked on the previous work of the'c'ass, or its equiva- 
lent. 

Section 10. Month/y Reports of the deportment of each pu- 
pl! in the grades named in Section 5, a'so of his rank in each 
subject und his average rank, sha'!, whenever deemed advisa- 
be, be sent to the parent or guardian, together with a notice, 
first. that the scho!ar’s deportment is unsatisfactory and asking 
for an interview; second, that the scholar’s lessons are not 
satisfactori y prepared and requesting the cu-operation of the 
parent or guardian. 

Section 11. Hacused Absence.—Legitimate causes for ab- 
sence from school are sickness, domestic affliction, danger of 
serious or mprudent exposure of hea'th, necessary absence 
from town, and no others. Absence from such causes shall 
not affect the standing of any scholar, provided a written ex- 
cuse or personal explanation from his parent or guardian is 
seasonably furnished, when deemed necessary, and the scholar 
passes within a seasonable time a satisfactory examination in 
the studies pursued during his absence. 

Section 12. Unexeused Absence, Tardiness, Leaving School — 
Before Close of Term.—Tardiness shall be considered equiva- 
lent to one-fourth of a day’sabsence; and any scolar, in any 
but the three lowest grades of school, whose absence and tar- 
diness sha'l amount to seven days in any term, or who shall 
have left schoo! before the c’ose of a term, sha!i cease to be a 
member of the schoo!, and shall be re-admitted only by the 
wiitten consent of the supervising members of the board, on 
condition of making up within reasonab'e time the lessons lost. 
Scho ars who are absent one-fourth of the time in any term 
may be put into the next !ower grade. 

Section 18. Leaving School During a Session.—No scholar, 
except in the two lowest grades of school, shall be allowed to 
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leave the schoo! during a session, or before dismissal of the 
school, un'ess on account of sickness or some pressing emer- 
gency, of which the teacher is to judge; and a written or per- 
sena! request from the parent or guardian shall be reais 
when the necessity is not evident. 

Section 14. Zruwancy—Teac .ers shall report the names and 
residences of a'l truants and of those suspected of truancy, 
together with the names of their parents or guardians, to the 
truant officer, as early as practicable,!:y mail or otherwise ; they 


shall keep a record of the names of ali truants, wiich shall be 


open at all times to the inspection of the members of the board 
and of the truant officer. 


CHAPTER VI. 


\ TEXT BOOKS AND STUDIES. 

Secrion 1. Oourses of Stwdy.—The high school course of 
study covers a period of four years, and contains an English, 
Eng'ish and Latin,a d C’assica! division,as at present arranged, 
subject to such modifications as the board shall direct. The 
course for the other schoo s shall be divided into ten grades, 
each grade inc'uding an average year’s work, aud designated 
by Roman numera's from I to X, beginning with the lowest— 
the number corresponding with the year in the school. 


Section 2 Selecting Divisions.—Pupi's will be expected to 
decide when th ey enter the high schoo! which of the divis- 
icns they will pursue, and will not be permitted to change 
after the commencement of the second year. 


Section 8. Graduation.—Scholars of the Eng'ish division 


wi! not be peimitted to compete for the valedictory. Those | 4 
who have comp eted any division of the high school courseand 


have at the time the rank required for t:e annual promctions, 
wil: be allowed to graduate, and be awarded suitab'e dip'omas. 


Section 4. Change of Text Books and S/udies.—No change 
shall he made in the high school | course of study, or in the text 
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books used in the schools, and no new text books introduced, 
except by a major vote of the board at a regular meeting, notice 
thereof having been given at a previous meeting. But no vote 
in relation to any change or introduction of text books shall be 
taken while any school book agent is present at the meeting or 
known to be in town. 

Section 5. Books of the District. —Books for reading, for 
instruction in the English language, writing books, drawing 
books, slates, penholders, pens and pencils, when they are fur- 
nished by the distrist shall be in the care of the teachers. They 
shall not allow their pupils to take them from the schoolrooms, 
nor to have them in their possession longer than while they ab- 
solutely need to use them. The teacher, however, may distrib- 
ute them in season for pupils to prepare their lessons, but not 
over fifteen minutes before the recitations. 

Section 6. Jn all Books Belonging to the District shall be 
written or printed the phrase, ‘‘The Property of School District 
No. 8, Rochester, N. H.” Those which are only for reference 
shall also be numbered, and when a pupil has any of these* ‘in 
his possession it shall be charged to him in a book kept for the 
purpose, and he shall be held accountable for all damage done 
it. Scholars are to be encouraged and directed to use, but not 
permitted to take them from the school building, except by 
special permission of the teacher, and then to be allowed to re- 
tain them no longer than the beginning of the next school session. 

“Section 7.. Text Books Needed.—Whenever a scholar is not 
supplied with all the text books required in his class,the teacher 
shall direct him to apply to his parent or guardian for the same. 
If after such direction the pupil shall not be supplied,the teacher 
shall forthwith cause a written notice to be delivered to the parent 
or guardian, specifying the books required and requesting that 
they be furnished. 

SecTION 8. Supply of Books by the Town.—If the parent or 
guardian, after being notified as directed in the last section, shall 


neglect to furnish the books required within a reasonable time, . 


the teacher shall report the fact to the supervising members of 
the board in writing, specifying the books needed, the pupil’s 
name and the name or residence of the parent or guardian. 

Section 9. It shall be the duty of all school officers to ac- 
- quaint themselves and the scholars thoroughly with the school reg- 
ulations,and within their respective jurisdictions to enforce them. 

Section 10. These rules and regulations, or any part of 
them, may be repealed, amended, or additions made thereto by a 
major vote of the board, notice thereof having been given at a 
previous meeting. 
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
